Upholds Right 
To Tax Salaries 
of Federal Men 


Supreme Court 
In Decision On 
Power of Slates 


WASHINGTON. March 27 . — 
Th e supreme court approved part 
of President Roosevelt’s tax rec­ 
ommendations to congress today 
by h olding th at a state can tax 
th e income of an employe of a 
federal agency and th at th e fed- 
erl government can tax th e in­ 
come of a state employe. 
Th e decision, on attempts by 
New York and Utah to tax th e 
income ot federal employes, was 
described by government attor­ 
neys as “one of th e most momen­ 
tous in many a year.” 
Th e court 
specifically 
over­ 
ruled pre\'ious decisions h olding 
th at th e federal and state gov­ 
ernments could 
not 
tax 
th e 
“means and instrumentalities” of 
th e oth er. 
Justice Stone, wh o delivered th e 
majority decision in 
th e 
New 
York case, said th e court h ad re­ 
fused “to imply a constitutional 
proh ibition of federal income tax­ 
ation of salaries 
of 
state 
em­ 
ployes” in last year's New York 
port auth ority decision. 
“We perceive no basis for a 
difference in result,” h e contin­ 
ued, “wh eth er th e taxes income 
be salary or some oth er form of 
compensation, 
or 
wh eth er 
th e 
taxpayer be an employe or an of­ 
ficer of eith er a state or th e na­ 
tional government, or of its in­ 
strumentalities. 
“In no case is th ere basis for 
th e 
assumption 
th at 
any 
such 
tangible or certain economic bur­ 
den is imposed on th e govern­ 
ment concerned as would justify 
a court’s declaring th at th e tax­ 
payer is cloth ed with th e im­ 
plied constitutional tax immunity 
of th e go\ernment by wh ich h e 
is employer. 
Justice Stone delivered th e de­ 
cision in th e New York case and 
Justice Black read th e opinion 
in th e Utah case. 
Wh ile h olding th at Utah h ad 
th e power under th e federal con­ 
stitution, th e court returned th e 
case appealed from th at state to 
th e Utah 
Supreme court. Th is 
court will determine wh eth er th e 
state 
income tax law exempts 
th e federal employe sough t to be 
taxes. 
Justices Butler 
and 
McRey- 
nolds dissented in th e New York 
case.

‘A Nice War W ould Be 
Good for Business^ 
Somehow y ou nev er actually find the 
fellow who say s, and sticks by it, that 


**B. nice little war would be good for busi­ 
ness/' 
Such sentiments seem to be in the back 
of some people’s minds. You hear such 
sentiments implied, but y ou nev er pin the 
remark down to any single responsible 
person who is willing to stick to it. 
J ust how good for business another 
war would be is indicated by the tax 
proposal just launched in the Senate, the 
most sweeping tax measure ev er to gain 
majority approv al in that body . 
Fifty 
senators are reported to hav e signed their 
approv al, though it is likely that many 
of them nev er read it. 
The bill would prov ide “ steeply gradu­ 
ated income and other tax es,” mounting 
to 9 8 .9 per cent. Up to $4,000, the tax es 
would be held down to 4.5 per cent, but 
for $10,000 incomes, tax es would reach 
26 .4 per cent, and for $20,000 incomes 
tax es would be up to 51.2 per cent. And 
if any person’s or any corporation’s war 
profits rose to $10,000,000 in a y ear, the 
gov ernment would get $9 ,8 9 0,210 or 9 8 .9 
per cent of it. 
Nobody can object to the principle that 
at a time when many men are made to 
giv e their liv es, other men should be 
made to giv e their money , any or all 
of it. 
But such a proposal runs into interest­ 
ing complications. It leav es out 
of 
ac­ 
count state and local tax es. For instance, 
one calculation is that a $500,000 income 
in New York would not only all be taken 
by the gov ernment, but the man who re­ 
ceiv ed it would owe $26 ,130 in addition. 
A New Yorker 
with 
$100,000 
income 
would hav e $2,030 
left 
after 
pay ing 
federal and state tax es, and one who made 
$1,000,000 would owe state and federal 
gov ernments $6 1,130 more than his en­ 
tire tax able income. He might ev en hav e 
to dig down into the barrel for a couple 
of gilt-edged bonds. 
What corporations would do to build 
up reserv es against future emergencies 
under such a regime is not stated. 
It is unlikely that such a bill will pass, 
despite its enthusiastic reception. But it 
is well that it has been introduced. 
It will show to any lackwit who hav S 
any lingering idea of profiting out of a 
“ nice little w^ar,” that the pickings are 
going to be mighty slim the nex t time, 
if there are any pickings at all. 
Probably the only pickings during and 
after any other war in wiiich the United 
States engages will be at the bones of 
free and democratic institutions.

WASHINGTON — At a recent meeting of 
Young Democratic Club leaders in Richmond, 
Va., it was blatantly apparent that two pres- 
Mental candidates are already openly advanc­ 
ing their cause for the 19 40 nomination. They 
are Jack Garner of Texas and Paul McNutt 
of Indiana. 
The Garner booster is Earle B. Mayfield, 
Jr., son of former Senator Mayfield of Texa.s. 
He was amply supplied with funds, made it 
k nown that Richmond was 
only 
a 
way- 
station for him on an extensive tour of the 
country. He i.s attending ev’ery state conven­ 
tion of the Young Democratic Clubs to enlist 
Garner support. 
All of this is done with Garner approval. 
When Mayfield came to Washington recently, 
Garner staged a p ri\ate luncheon for him in 
the office of the Secretary of the Senate, 
Colonel Halsey. 
McNutt’s Young Men 
Even more gilded is the bank roll of the 
McNutt followers. They had the largest dele­ 
gation at the Richmond convention, with more 
money than they could spend. Their objective 
was to get 
Young 
Democratic 
leaders to 
promise McNutt a place on the program at the 
national convention in Pittsburgh August 10. 
They got 
what they 
wanted—but could 
have had it without the effort, for YD offi­ 
cials mak e a point of giving a spot on the 
programs to every presidential candidate. 
The McNutt delegation at Richmond made it 
plain that they are out to mak e a big splurge 
in Pittsburgh. They intend to send a delega­ 
tion of 2,000 Hoosiers on a series of special 
trains, to mak e the Smok y City rub its eyes 
at the approach oi the Great McNutt, 
They boast a war chest of $1,500,000 for 
the McNutt candidacy, money allegedly raised 
by a 2 per cent payroll a.ssessment on all 
state office-holders in Indiana. 
Note—Young Democrats believe that Jim 
Farley wants just one thing and he wants it 
bad-second place on the Democratic tick et. 
If Jim can be nominated Vice President, he 
doesn’t much care who the Number One man 
is—Garner, Hull, 
McNutt, 
Bark ley, 
Clark , 
Hopk ins—but he prefers 69 -year-old Hull. 
“Made For Love’’ 
Congressman Frank Boyk in of Mobile, Ala­ 
bama, wears his motto stamped inside his 
hat: “Everything is made for love.”

There was no more argument. 
Reorganization 
It 
was significant that several Senators 
who voted for Reorganization last year turned 
around and voted against the President and 
for the Wheeler amendment this year. The 
Wheeler amendment 
required 
congressional 
approval for reshuffling of government bur­ 
eaus and would have pretty well stymied the 
bill. 
Reason for this right-about-face was the 
Purge. 
Tak e, 
for 
instance, 
Senator 
“Cotton 
Ed” 
Smith, whom Roosevelt opposed in the South 
Carolina primary last summer. Smith voted 
with Roosevelt and 
against 
the 
Wheeler 
amendment last year, but with Wheeler and 
against Roosevelt this year. His explanation 
was given informally but very bluntly on the 
electric subway when he saw Mrs. Alben 
Bark ley, wife of the Democratic floor leader, 
seated in the car and inquired if he could 
ride with her. 
“Certainly, Senator, but I noticed you didn’t 
ride with us on the Wheeler amendment 
vote.” 
“No,” bellowed Smith, “and I don’t ever 
intend to ride on anything that man Roose­ 
velt is for.” 
It was two Carolinians, however, who gave 
Roosevelt his final victory on Reorganization. 
In the House it was a North Carolinian, brainy 
Representative Lindsay 
Warren, 
who 
put 
across Reorganization, and in the Senate it 
was the canny South Carolinian strategy of 
Senator James Byrnes which won the day. 
Byrnes does not always see eye to eye with 
the White House—particularly on labor and 
relief issues—but when he does and is in 
command of Administration forces he seldom 
loses. 
Coster-Musica Mottoes 
Among his various talents the late master- 
swindler Coster-Musica had a penchant for 
mottoes.

Being Good Neigh lior to Latin 
America Means R ole of Friend, 
Not Boss, Say s U. S.

Perhaps the best way to explain 
just what America's “good neigh­ 
bor” policy 
in 
Latin 
America 
means is to describe a few of the 
things which it does not mean. 
First of all. it does not mean 
that the United States is trying 
to set itself up as the boss of the 
Lain republics. 
The Pan-American conference 
idea is not new. 
John Quincy 
Adams was the first American 
President to send delegates to such 
a conference and the first regular 
periodic conference was held in 
Washington in 1889 , when James 
G. Blaine was secretary of state. 
For a full half century, the es­ 
sentials of a democratic ordering 
of foreign relations in the new 
world have been in evolution. 
In 19 33 six or seven Latin 
republics adopted a treaty ex­ 
pressing the principle of non­ 
recognition 
of 
t e r r i t or i a l 
changes made by force, in re­ 
spect to the American conti­ 
nents. Later, the I nited States 
and all the rest of the 21 new 
world republics adhered to it. 
At Buenos Aires, in 19 36, the 21 
nations 
adopted 
a 
statement 
asserting that the American na­ 
tions proclaimed 
their absolute 
juridical equality and their un­ 
qualified respect for their respec­ 
tive sovereigntie.s—which, in plain 
English, means that they agreed 
that all of them were equal at 
law and that each nation was 
fully independent and bo.ss in its 
owm house. 
With this statement 
came a 
declaration that any act which 
disturbs the peace of the new 
world concerns all new world na­ 
tions. 
Common Concern To All 
At Lima, a few months ago, the 
delegates re-stated and amplified 
these principles. 
They endorsed 
the removal of trade barriers and 
adopted a “declaration of con­ 
tinental solidarity,” declaring that 
a threat to the integrity of any 
new world nation was a matter of 
common concern to all and agree­ 
ing to consult in case the “peace, 
security or territorial integrity” 


lution adopted at the Lima <x)n- 
ference. 
The Good Neighbor Defended 
If the good neighbor policy is 
not an attempt to control South 
America 
or 
to 
monopolize 
its 
trade, then, what is it? 
Primarily, the good neighbor 
policy is an attempt to promote 
better understanding and to im­ 
prove trade. 
The two go hand 
in hand, to an extent; and they 
tak e with them the concept of 
a common plan for new world 
defense out of which come such 
things as the current proposal 
to help the Latin nations arm. 
The defense angle is important. 
Back of it lies the belief that 
democracies can prosper only in 
a relatively stable and prosperous 
world. 
The constant sequence of 
w'ar, w’ar-threats, and the prepar­ 
ation for w^ar is an eternal threat 
to ihe democratic ideal. 
Hence, to defend American de­ 
mocracy, it is necessary to k eep 
the new wmrld at peace—and in 
the present state of the world that 
can best be done by work ing out 
a common plan for the defense of 
the new world and buttressing it 
with the proper armaments. 
If that is done, if the peace of 
the new world is k ept inviolate, 
if the common acceptance of the 
principle of peaceful settlement of 
disputes is firmly established, and 
if the normal, peaceful flow of 
trade is revived— 
Then the outlook for democracy 
in the new world is bright . . . 
and the good neighbor policy, as 
one angle of America’s general

Every year irjillio ns o f peo ple 
in the United States take vaca­ 
tio ns during which they travel va­ 
rio us distances in 
.search 
o f 
a 
change o f scene and a change o f 
habits o f living. It has been esti­ 
mated by Dr. Charles I. Singer 
that mo re than 3 5 .000,000 peo ple 
take part in these migratio ns and 
that the mo ney spent o n vacatio ns 
every year will appro x imate 5 ,- 
000,000,000. 
Of co urse, 70 per cent o f peo ple 
take their vacatio ns in the sum­ 
mer in co ntrast to 20 per cent who 
take theirs in winter, and 10 per 
cent in the fall and spring. Mo re­ 
o ver, with the increased speed cf 
mo dern life and with the increas­ 
ed facility fo r travel, many peo ple 
no w take two vacatio ns each year. 
Many peo ple take their vaca­ 
tio ns in relatio nship to finding a 
different climate—go ing so uth in 
the w inter and no rth in the sum- 
nier, and go ing to the desert states 
in search o f dryness and warmth. 
Other peo ple 
seek stimulatio n 
asso ciated with rest, as is the case 
o f the fisherman and the hunter. 
Mo st o f us, ho wever, do no t take 
o ur vacatio ns primarily fo r im­ 
pro vement cf health, but rather 
fo r mental hygiene and relax a­ 
tio n. 
Euro peans have beco me accus­ 
to med to go to all so rts o f health 
reso rts no t primarily fo r rest and 
relax atio n, but fcr their health. 
In these reso rts they drink waters 
with lax ative effects, use baths o f 
vario us types fo r specific health 
purpo ses, co ntro l the bo dy weight 
by co ntro lled diet and establish 
habits o f sleep by ex ercise which 
in turn is fo llo wed by relax atio n. 
The 
Euro pean 
health 
reso rts 
have been o rganized and devel­ 
o ped fo r so many years that they 
include great numbers o f physi­ 
cians who are especially trained 
in the care o f patients under re­ 
so rt co nditio ns. 
It is custo mary fo r the perso n 
co ming to such a rescrt to have 
a 
co mplete physical ex aminatio n 
and to be clo .sely supervised dur­ 
ing 
his 
stay. 
The 
baths, 
the 
amo unt o f ex ercise, the massage 
and the o ther treatments are care­ 
fully prescribed. 
In the United States we have 
no t develo ped o ur reso rts o n a 
similar scale; yet the natural ad­ 
vantages o f many places in the 
United States give us distinct ad­ 
vantages. There is no thing in Eu­ 
ro pe resembling Flo rida, Califo r­ 
nia, Nevada, Co lo rado o r Yello w­ 
sto ne Park. Mo reo \ er, mo st o f the 
spas and health reso rts o f Euro pe 
can be duplicated in this co untry 
by the springs available in New 
Yo rk, Pennsylvania, Misso uri, In­ 
diana and many o ther states. 
The need ex ists fo r suitable de­ 
velo pment o f these reso rts no t ac­ 
co rding to Euro pean plans, but in 
o rder to give the best that Amer­ 
ican scientific medicine can o ffer 
fo r the utilizatio n o f these reso rts 
to the utmo st.

ed and o thers that co uld have been 
impro ved upo n. 
So , dear mo thers, when I write 
to yo u, half the time I am saying

when I mean Mrs. Barto n. 
I am 
no t infallible. 
Ho wever, adding 
to my perso nal ex perience the 
study o f child nature in the ab­ 
stract, I feel that the co mbinatio n 
is ho nest.

Africa, was d escribed in a Rocke­ 
feller Foun d ation report tod ay as 
a 
greater 
poten tial 
men ace 
to 
western civilization than a Mar­ 
tian in vasion . 
Dr. Ray mon d B. Fosd ick, prc.^i- 
d en t of the foun d ation , said the 
in vad er—the malaria-bearin g an ­ 
opheles 
gambiae 
specie.s—had 
killed 10 per cen t of the popu­ 
lation in section s of the state of 
Ceara in Brazil. 
Fosd ick said the foun d ation had 
set asid e $100.000 in 1939 to fight 
the mosquito plague, which 
he 
said had cau.sed 50,000 malaria 
cases in the Jaguribe valley of 
Brazil in 1938, strikin g d own 90 
per cen t of the resid en ts, 
‘Tn some parts crops were n ot 
plan ted an d salt prod uction was 
greatly red uced because of lack of 
labor,’’ Fosd ick said , in his an ­ 
n ual report. 
‘Tt is estimated that x x x 
practically every person in these 
affected arears will be on go\- 
ern men t relief in 1939.”
